PARIS, Dec. 13.—Emile Daesch- 
ner. former French Ambassador at 
Washington, died today at the age 
of 65 years.

While in Washington Ambassa- 
dor Daeschner’s chief work was 
concerned with negotiations on the 
debt problem.
